LAST NIGHT'S DESPATUCHES,
SR ———
TRENCH SUCCESSES XEAR PARIS—THE PRUSSIANS
DRIVEN BACK—VPRUSSIAN OCCUPATION OF
STHASPURG—THE MEZPTERES ARMISTICE.

The Times of this morning has a special dis-
sateh giving the following intelligence: On

uesday last, September 27, the French made
another sortie from Metz., The forces con-
sisted of cavalry and artillery, and were pro-
tected by the guns of Forts Quinten and Bottes,
The Frenchadvanced to Ars-le-Quenx, where
the Prussians were encountered and another se-
vere confliict ensned, which resulted in the de-
feat of the French, though they carried oft
their wounded, dead and all the Prussian pris-
oners they had captured. The village was
burned by shells.

The French garrison of Strasburg have
been removed to Rastadt, in Baden, as pri-
soners of war. The Prussians have already
cecupied the town and citadel, and the bridge
to Kehl has been restored by pioneers.

At nine o'clock the mayor and municipal
authoritics of Strasburg proceeded to Mun-
delshieim. At half past ten the garrison laid
down their arms, and at eleven o’clock the
Prussians, togethier with the Baden troops.
had oceupied all the pnblic places and build-
ings, T 1'; Prussian gencrals are to formally
enter the city to-day. Three batteries have
been established at Place de Kleber,
